McGinnity officiated a t the 
Polo grounds games, while Matty did 
the pitching for the Giants in Phila­ 
delphia. 
These two famous hoxmen 
proved effective in every game ex­ 
cept the second, when Connie Mack’s 
Indian hurler. Bender, did even bet­ 
ter, winning a 3 to 0 victory for his 
club, the only one gained by the Ath­ 
letics. 
The scores in this rem ark­ 
able series were as follow's:

Y’ork 3, Philadelphia 0; Philadelphia 
3, New York 0; New* York 9, Phila­ 
delphia 0 ; New York I, Philadelphia

' ere clear, He looked about him with 
wonder at a world which long had 
been growing toward a new develop­ 
ment. 
Living In the heart of a 
city, he 
had never ridden on 
a 
street car, 
never talked over a telephone, never 
teen a skyscraper, never ridden in 
en elevator, never 
seen 
a moving 
j picture or an arc light or a bicycle 
or an automobile. 
He 
had 
never 
j heard a phonograph. 
As 
for • aero­ 
planes and wireless 
telegraphy, 
he 
could not even 
imagine 
them, 
he 
^aid, thougli he had seen a picture of 
an aeroplane in a book once. 
During his term he watched 33,658 
convicts come and go. After the first 
few years few friends came to see 
bim, though attempts had been made 
10 obtain a pardon for him. 
When Warden P. E. 
Thomas car- 
i ried his pardon to him the old pris­ 
oner received the news stolidly, but 
he lost no time in donning the blue­ 
st rge suit given to each prisoner on 
leaving the institution, 
accepted 
a 
purse which prisoners made up for 
him, 
and thanked 
them 
and the 
Vaiden for the $20 given him by the 
state. 
But as he started from the 
prison his nerve failed him, and he 
asked that some one from the pris­ 
on might 
go with him 
and 
remain 
with 
him ‘'until 
he 
got 
used 
to 
things.* 
Warden Thomas delegated his sec­ 
retary, Frank O’Bleness, to accompa­ 
ny him, and together 
they 
rode up 
the street iii the prison 
automobile. 
It was 
Taborn’s 
first 
automobile 
lido 
and the first 
machine he lied 
ever seen. 
As 
he 
rode along the 
paved streets, new to him, the old 
man Railed out of the 
side 
of the 
machine. Ile asked 
to 
be taken to 
tho governor 
that he 
might thank 
Mm for his pardon 
before 
lie did 
anything else. 
Governor Cox received 
him 
with 
11 terest and questioned him closely. 
"Yon went to the penitentiary the 
same year that I 
was 
born,” 
the 
governor remarked. 
In reply 
to 
the governor’s ques­ 
tions Taborn 
said that 
he had no 
relatives liking, no personal proper­ 
ty and no friends whose whereabouts 
he knew, or, In fact, 
whether 
they 
were living or dead. He thanked the 
governor with 
tears 
in 
his eyes, 
turned away and 
then 
returned 
lo 
thank him again. 
N^xt he was taken 
for

walk 
about the streets.

child His eyes wandered everywhere

Kills Many 
Animals in Callaway County.

by horsemen.

the greatest loss has been on Grand 


Prairie, one of the largest nu

I he explanation of the corn fodder 
poisoning lies in the fact that when 
Hie growth of the corn is stunted as 
it was by the recent drouth there de.* 
velops in the stalk some deadly pois­ 
on. 
The action of this poison resem­ 
bles closely that of prussic acid.

seems volatile and passes finally out 
of the stalks. 
Generally the shock 
fodder is safe to use as soon as it\is

thoroughly dried and aired, and trou­ 
ble is not expected in stalk fields 
after January I.
